We had dis- 
cussed this as a possibility many times, 


but I am sure every physician present at 
the antopsy was astonished by the condi- 
tion discovered. There had been nothing to 
indicate that the gangrene had pens 
to such an extent, even if it had at all. 


THERE WAS NO REMEDY. 
‘There was no way of knowing about the 
tevelopment of gangrene prior to the Pres- 
ident’s death, and, even if it could have 
been Known, nothing could have been done 
to save his life. The rapid pulse was the 


only symptom for which we could not ac- 
count throughout the President's filness. 
[Its continuance from day to day prevented 
me from at any time expressing a positive 
belief that Mr. McKinley woul 
could not account for Dr. McBurney’s ap- 
parent confidence or for his willingness te 
cive publle expression to his rose-colored 
views. 

“IT have since learned. that Dr. McRur- 
ney, after stating positively that the Preal- 
dent would recover just prior to his de- 
parture from this city on Thursday, had 
some misgiving. 


M’ BURNEY HAD MISGIVINGS. 


“He had told me that after he had 
boarded his train for the east he got off the 
cars and went to a telephone and called 


up the Milburn house to ask how the - 
tient was progressing. He was told that 
everything was going along finely, just 
as when He had left, and betore the train 
pulled out of the city he had fully recov- 
ered his optimism. 

“We had no precedent to judge of this 
case. As the result shows, we were groping 
in the dark all the time. This is not an 
admission that no great progress has been 
made in surgery in the twenty years since 
President Garfield was shot. but we are 
ready to admit th: re are some things which 
we do not vet know, and that conditions 
may exist which we have ne means of 
finding out.” ; 

Dr. Mann was asked if Dr. McBurney’. 
failure to sign the official report as to 
the result of the autopsy was the result 
of disagreement among the physicians, 
‘“No,”’ he replied, “Dr. McBurney was in 
a hurry to leave the city. He left the Mil- 
burn house on Saturday at 12:30 o'clock, 
nearly an hour and a half before the au- 
topsy was completed. He did not remain 
even long enough to learn the full extent 
of the gangrene which caused the Presi- 
dent's death. Because he did not know what 
would be discovered before the completion 
of the autopsy, he declined to ma any 
statement for publication, 

Dr. Mann said that the missing bullet 
probably was buried somewhere in the tis- 
sues of the back. He said that to have 
found it might have. required much mutila- 
tion of the President's oody, and thia was 
considered unnecessary tn view of the fact 
that the cause of the death had been deter- 
mined beyond question. The course of the 
bullet had been explored, he said, to a 
yoint beyond which it could have caused no 
njury contributing to Mr. McKinley's 


death.
